It must be formal, no- 
ble and impressive. It must be ap- 
proprialc to its setting and surroun- 
dings as well as to Ihe character 
of its subject II must be somewhat 
idealized, yet it should be a recog- 
niable likeness. 
These are bul a few of Ihe sculp- 
lor's many difficulties. Bul they arc 
made progressively worsa by the 
changing fashions in men's attire. 
There is nothing formal, noble or 
impressive about a business suit. 
Al leasl, that is how we feel lo-
